GeneRAL ConNoR AND THE Mormons.— 
Our attention has been called, by gen- 
tlemen from Utah, to an article appear- 
ing in the Missouri Republican a morn- 
ing or two ago, relative to a recent 
order of Brigadier-General onnor, 
inviting miners to come and work the 
mines of Utah, and which, in the 
judgment of the parties referred to, 
does injustice to General Connor’s in- 
tentions and is calculated to defeat the 
very object sought by theorder. The 
idea conveyed in the article alluded to 
is that there is a conflict going on 
between the Mormons and General 
Connor, and the upshot of that conflict 
is the order of the latter, which is a 
sort of declaration of defiance to the 
former. A careful reading of the order 
conveys no such impression to our 
mind. Wecan discover no evidence 
of an unfriendly intent in it; but, on 
the contrary, the tone of the document 
is pacific, and such as the Mormons 
can take no reasonable exception to ; 
nor are they likely to do so, unless the 
impression should be conveyed to their 
minds by outside interpretations that 
the order is intended to cover some- 
thing not apparent on the surface. 
The order amounts merely to an invi- 
tation and promise of protection to 
such as would desire to work the Utah 
mines, and is such as any Governor of 
an undeveloped country would natur- 
ally publish to induce immigration, 
capital and enterprise ; nor is it rea- 
sonable to suppose that, secking this 
result, the General would do anything 
intentionally to defeat the very object 
had in view, as the stirring up a strife 
with the local authorities would be 
sure to do.—St. Louis Democrat, Dec.

A YEAR’S REVIEW OF THE WAR. 


Report of the General-in-Chief. 


Halleck Handles Freely the Department 
Ge-erals—Blames Some, Praises Some, 
and tells what they all have been 
about. 
Accompanying the report of Sect’y 

Stanton, when it reached Congress, 
was the report of the General-in-Chief, 
Henry Wager Halleck. This is the 
true War office report. It reviews the 
whole field of our military operations 
by departments—and this it does with 
a refreshing freedom from care as to 
what other people have said of the 
success or failure of campaigns, laying 
on praise or blame quite independently 
of all facts except those that the report 
recites. It opens with affairs in Vir- 
ginia, at the time that Vurnside re- 
lieved McClellan, November, 1862, but 
stops short of the last false move of 
Meade southward, and his hasty re- 
treat. In this portion of the report 
there is little of importance which the 
telegraph has not anticipated. Burn- 
side’s march to Falmouth was never 
authorized or approved at Was ing- 
ton. General Burnside has been fre- 
quently requested to make an official 
report of these operations, but has 
furnished no information beyond that 
contained in his brief telegrams frum 
the field, in one of which he used the 
fullowing language : 

“The fact that I decided to move 
fron Warrenton to this line, rather 
against the opinion of the President, 
the Secretary of War, and yourself, 
and that you have left the whole move- 
ment in my hands, without giving me 
orders, makes me the more responsible.” 

This noble assumption of Burnside 
of the responsibility of that unfortunate 
battle in which we lost 1,138 killed, 
9,105 wounded, and 2,078 missing, has 
endeared the old hero to the people. 
The General-in-Chief quotes it only to 
show that neither he, the Wart De- 
partment, nor the Administration, were 
to blame for the disaster which caused 
the removal of Burside from the com- 
mand of the Army of the Potomac. 

The doings of that army while under 
Hooker are turned off in a couple of 
paragraphs. “For want of official 
data”—that shows a curious condition 
of affairs—the General-in-Chief is un- 
yay to give any detailed account of 

e battle of Chancellorville ; and be- 
sides, Hooker reported directly to the 
President, and received instructions 
directly from him. This lack of infor- 
mation seems to have been supplied 
since, the General-in-Chief completed 
his report. A late dispatck from the 
East says: “Official reports put the 
Union loss in killed, wounded and iiss- 
ing at Chancellorville at the appalling 
figure of 28,000 men.” 

On the 28th of June Meade relieved 
Hooker. At Gettysburg, Gen. Sickles 


misinterpreted an order—an error 


which was near proving fatal in the 
battle. Says the report : 

“The opposing forces in this san- 
guinary contest were equal in num- 
bers, and both fought with most des- 
perate courage. The commanders 
were also brave, skilful and experi- 
enced, and both handled their troops 
on the field with distinguished ability ; 
but to Gen. Meade belongs the honor of 
a well-earned victory in one of the great- 
est and best fought battles of the war.” 

There is a bit of genuine praise for 
Meade ; but there is none in the fol- 
lowing : 

“Instead of attacking Lee in this 
position [in front of Williamsburg] 
with the swollen waters of the Poto- 
mac in his rear, without any means of 
crossing his artillery, and when a 
defeat must have caused the surrender 
of his entire army, he was allowed 
time to construct a pontoon bridge 
with lumber collected from canal boats 
and the ruins of wooden houses, and 
on the morning of the 14th his army 
had crossed to the south side of the 
river. His rear guard, however, was 
attacked by our cavalry, and suffered 
considerable loss. Thus ended the 
rebel campaign north of the Potomac, 
from which important political and 
military results had been expected. 
Our own loss in this short campaign 
had been severe, viz: 2,834 killed, 
13,700 wounded, and 6,643 missing— 
in all 23,182. We captured 3 guns, 
41 standards, 13,621 prisoners, 28,178 
smallarms. The whole loss of the 
enemy is not known; but, judging 
from the uumbers of his dead and 
wounded left on the field, it must have 
been much greater than ours.” 

Our forces in North Carolina was 
too small for it to engage in any im- 
portant operations against the enemy. 
It stood. generally on the defensive. 
Still, Gen. Foster, on the 14th of Dec., 
1862, captured Kingston, and then 
pushing on to Goldboro, burned the 
railroad bridge and tore up the track, 
captured 496 prisoners and 9 pieces 
of artillery ; losing the while 90 killed, 
478 wounded and 9 missing. In March 
he defended Newbern against Petti- 
grew’s attempt to take the place, with 
a loss of but 2 killed and 4 wounded. 
In April he raised the siege of Wash- 
ington, which Hill had commenced. 
Suffolk was then invested by Long- 
strect, but that siege was finally aban- 
doned with the loss to the enemy of 
400 prisoners and 5 guns. Our loss 
was 44 killed, 201 wounded and 14 
missing. While Lee’s army was mo- 
vipg upon Maryland, Gen. Dix sent all 
his available forces from Norfolk and 
Fortress Monroe up the York river to 
cut off Lee’s connections with Rich- 


mond ; but the expedition failed, ow- 
ing “to the inefficiency of one of the 
Generals commanding.” Gen. Halleck 
piques our curiosity, he does not hint

For reasons, heretofore 
explained by us, it ‘has for years been the 
cherished policy of the Mormoa church. (which 
in Utah, under the leadership of Brigham 
Young, is a power in the State) to prevent the 
discovery and wotking of mires.

The escaped Union officers which 
have arrived here recount their escape 
as full of thrilling interest, but for 
prudential reasons many particulars 
are withheld from publication. They 
were 51 days in making the tunnel ; 
their instruments weré case knives, 
pocket knives, chisels and files ; twice 
they had to abandon the work and 
commence again on account of obrtruc- 
tions which they could not pass ; they 
disposed of the excavated earth by 
drawing it out to a hole in a spittoon 
which they attached to a cord, this 
would be filled by the party at work 
in the tunnel, pulled out into the cellar 
by companions who disposed of it by 
spreading it in shallow layers over the 
floor and covering it with straw. The 
work was necessarily slow ; so close 
was the atmosphere in the tunnet that 
they could not remain.in it but a few 
minutes at a time, and candles would 
go out. At one time they got so near 
the surface that a small hole broke 
through ; fortunately this was not dis- 
covered and was of great service in 
admitting air and light into the tunnel ; 
when it was completed it was about 
60 feet long and opened into an old 
tobacco shed beyond the line of the 
guards. As soon as they found the 
way clear they emerged slowly in 
small squads making their way towards 
the Williamsburg road, it being the 
shortest route. The darkness favored 
them, and the fact that the rebel sol- 
dier’s whom they met were clad with 
the army coats of Uncle Sam, which 
they had stolen, was a great help to 
them ; although many of the officers 
had haversacks along with them they 
found the National uniform a better 
disguise than if they had been provided 
with rebel uniforms..

Foster, with aiconsiderable force, and 
a large siege equipage which hed been 
prepared for another purpose, was adult 
to assist in the naval attack. It was 
thought that his talents and experi- 
ence as an engineer officer, and his 
personal knowlédgeé of the localities 
and defensive works of Charlestan 
harbor, rendered him peculiarly suitéd 
for this duty ;. but not proving accept- 
able to the Commanding General of the 
Department, he was permitted to return 
to his cominand in North Carolina, leav- 
ing his troops and siege ‘preparations 
in the Department of the South.” 
“The naval attack on Fort Sumter 
took place on the 7th of April, but 
being unsuccessful nothing apparent- 
ly remained to be done by the land 
furces.” 


“ A siege of Charleston and its de- 
fenses by land had never been contem- 
plated, and, therefore, was no part of 
the plan. It was now represented by 
the Naval Department that a second 
attack upon Fort Sumter and Charkes- 
ton was preparing, and that its suc 
cess required the military occupation 
of Morris Island and. the establish- 
ment of land batteries on that island 
to assist in the reduction of Fort Sum- 
ter. The establishment of these batte- 
ries and the reduction of the enemy’s 
works—Fort Wagner and Battery 
Gregg—being a matter of engineer- 
ing skill, Brig.-Gen., now Maj-Gen. 
Q. A. Gilmore, was selected to com- 
mand the land forces engaged i in these 
operations. In addition to ‘being an 
educated and skilful military engineer, 
he had considerable experience in the 
special duties required in these oper- 
ations. Gen. Gillmore, despite the 
enemy’s defensive works, landed his 
force on Morris Island on the 10th of 
July, and immediately commenced the 
slow and difficult operations of con- 
ducting the siege of Fort Wagner and 
establishing batteries against Fort 
Sumter. Without, however, waiting 
for the reduction of the farnier, he 
opened on the 17th of August his fire 
on the latter, and on the 23d, after 
seven days’ bombardment, Fort Sum- 
ter was reported a shapeless and harm. 
less mass of ruins.” . 

‘“ Being under the fire of is forts 
of the enemy, inaccessible by land, 
our troops could not occupy it, and a 
few guns have since been temporarily 
remounted, but they have been as often 
silenced.

On 
consultation with the commander of 
the blockading force, he landed his 
men upon the wharf and took posses- 
sion of the city. On the lst of Jan., 
before the arrival of the remainder of 
our forees, the rebels made an attack 
by land with artillery and infantry, 
and by water with three powerful 
rains.
